“STRAGETY BOARD’ 
OF FIFTEEN NAMED 


Group Will Attend hiity | 
Conventions To Guard 
Against Wet Platforms 

. and Candidates.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—(?)— 
Leaders of 33 national dry organiza- 
tions today served notice upon both 
political parties that they would ex- 
ert all the pressure at their command 
to obtain dry planks and dry candi- 
dates for the 1932 presidential race. 

After protracted debate, the na- 
‘tional conference of organizations 
supporting the eighteenth amendment, 
at its final day of executive sessions, 
appointed a new “board of strategy” 
to attend both party conventions with 
this end in view. 

The so-called strategy board would 
consist of not less than 15 members. 

Previously the conference had dras- 
tically rewritten its constitution. Au- 
thorization was given to. establish 
potitico-dry fighting units in each of 
the 48 states, each to be comprised of 
local or state organizations. Two 
representatives of these state branches 
would be admitted to the national 
conference. 

One board ef strategy, consisting of 
15 members, already had been elected, 

» bet to avaid confusion its name was 
changed to an “executive committee.” 
This group will guide the activities of 
the 33 combined dry organizations be- 
tween the national conferences. 

Dr. F. Scott McBride, superintend- 
ent of the Anti-Saloon League, ex- 
plained today after the appointment 
of the political board of strategy that 
nr similar method had been followed | 
in the 1928 campaign. 

“At both Kansas City and Hous- 
ton,” he said, “we were given hear- 
ings before both platform commit- 
tees, ... 

“The platforms contained exactly 
what we had asked, but one of the | 
candidates fell off his platform.” 

Later the conference laid the 
foundation for a widespread campaign 
through the country in behalf of pro- 
hibition. 

It adopted unanimously a_ resolu- 
tion recommending an extension of 
each organization's work by speaking 
campaigns, increased publicity, litera- 
ture, and increased use of the radio, 
the public forum and the moving pic- 
ture.

of Caldwell & Company and its Bank 
of Tennessee was told today from the 
witness stand of the investigating 
legislators by J. D. Carter, 38-year-old 
former vice president of the two in- 
stitutions, 

The witness, an $18,000-a-year man, 


typical young, executive type, bared 
his heart to the committee probing the 
loss of state money in bank failures. 
He related his struggles between duty 
to his boss and duty to the public, 
his family and himself during the 
year preceding the bursting of his in- 


: stitutions last November that carried 


other banks down into the abyss. 
In his stn oar he said, he pleaded 
with Rogers Caldwell, president of the 
institutions, to save the sliding bank- 
ing houses and finally last March he 
laid his resignation before him. Cald- 


hwell persuaded him to stay, he said, 


and. he was at his desk to the end. 


His testimony in part was given by’ 


the reading of interoffice letters which 
he had written the bank president, in 
one of which: he referred to him as 
“My dear Rogers.” He read other 
letters written by E. Goodloe, 
cashier of the Ban 
sent to Caldwell himself and BH. J. 
Heitzeberg, another vice president of 
Caldwell & Company and the Bank of 
Tennessee, in which the cashier was 
yk as sounding’a warning of the 
danger ahead as far back as June 20, 
1929, a year and a half before thé 
collapse. 

Carter was on the stand both in 
the morning and afternoon, during 
which he charged his superiors with 
permitting the two institutions to go 
to destruction, “by loose” and “irregu- 
lar’ business practices. He a-tributed 
part of the fall to Colonel Luke Lea, 
who was associated with Caldwell & 
Company in newspaper enterprises in 
Memphis and Knoxville. In May, 
1930, he said he urged Rogers Cald- 
well to sever his business connections 
with Colonel Lea. 

“The financial standing of the com- 
pany is being further seriously im- 
paired in the minds of those outside 
and inside the business by Colonel 
Lea’s close cofinection with you and 
the company,, and the handling of 
some of his obligations by the com- 
pany and other concerns in which it 
is interested,” he wrote. 

He testified that Colonel Lea called 
“almost every day” at the office of 
Caldwell & Company to see Rogers 
Caldwell, and that in last September 
he called him and warned him the 
bank examiners would be there the 
next day. 

“Did you. know in advance that the 
banking department was going to 
make .an examination on September 
25?” Robert McReynolds, committee 
counsel, asked. 

“Ag I recall it, Mr. McReynolds, 1 
did have a telephone call stating that 


the bank examiners would be there, 


the next day,” said Carter. 

“Who was that. telephone 
from ?” 

“Colonel Luke Lea.” 

“What did he say?” 

“Trusting to my memory, he said 
the bank examiners will be over at 
your Place tomorrow.”’’;. - : 

“Did you pass the word down the 
line?” : 

“As I recollect it, I did call pos- 
sibly Mr. Goodloe or, Mr. Donovan, 
secretary-treasurer of Caldwell & Co. 
I am not positive that I did, but as 
I recollect it, I did.” , 

Later he said he learned Colonel 
Lea called him because Mr. Caldweil 
was out of the city. 

The letters showed that at first 
Cashier Goodloe blamed Caldwell, 
Heitzeberg and Carter for the state of 
affairs but in November after the 
close-downs, he wrote a letter absolv- 
ing Carter and said the conditions 
would ‘not have existed if the others 
had worked gs diligently to “correct 
the evils’ as Carter had. 

From the letters, Goodloe com- 
plained all the time from the middle 
of 1929 to within a short time be- 
fore the crash on the depleted cash 
deposits, which he said were $100,000 
daily short of requiréments and over 
the necessity of incorrectly listing col- 
lateral as surety for trusts. 

He charged in a confidential letter 
of March 18, 1930, that $1,000,000 of 
East Jefferson parish, Louisiana, 
bonds had been used as collateral be- 
fore they were paid for, and there was 
no collateral at all supporting a trust 
of the Charlottesville (Va.) National 
Bank & Trust Co. when’ they had 
agreed to have $250,000 state of Ten- 
nessee bonds as security. 

On the trust of the Guaranty Bank 
& Trust Co., of Alexandria, La., he 
said they had Inter-Southern stock and 
Tennessee Products common after 
they had agreed to have municipal 
bonds satisfactory to the-Canal Bank 
& Trust Co. 

The cashier said he had been com- 
pelled to report a list of collateral 
they did not have pledged gm the 
Owensboro, Ky., trust, and there have 
been sundry failures to notify authori- 
ties of collateral substitutions. 

He also complained of the practice 
the latter nart of 1929 of hypothe- 
cating customers’ collateral but said 
the greater part of this evil had been 
corrected, but that on the date of the 
last March letter they still had 4,000 
shares of Missouri State Life Insur-

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ON REBELS IN SOUTH 


Strong Army of Loyal Forces 
To Be Sent Southward 
Immediately. 


LIMA, Peru, Feb. 25.—(4)—The. 
military junta governing Peru decided 
today on active warfare against the 
rebellious southern troops who seized 
the city of Arequipa last Friday. 

There were indications yesterday 
that the conflict might be settled ami- 
cably, as 100 high officers of the 
loyal Lima garrison decided to send 
three of their number south by air- 
plane to treat with the rebels. 

The provisional government of 
President Luis M. Sanchez Cerro ig- 
nored this move, however, and the in- 
termediaries did not take off. A strong 
army division will be dispatched south- 
ward immediately. 

In the meantime the Lima govern- 
ment declared that the whole repub- 
lic, with the exception of the “south- 
a zone,” was strongly against the re- 
voit, ’ 

In Bupport of this it contends that 
it controls the port of Mollendo, which 
handles most of Arequipa’s sea trade, 
and that the city is strongly garri- 
soned with loyal soldiers; that the

All were scrutinized and 
some were searched for pistols.

W. Anderson, Richmond, Va., member 
of the Wickersham commission on law 
observance and enforcement, declared 
today that immense revenues of boot- 
leggers threaten this country’s social 
peace and security. 

Anderson, addressing the New York 
Merchants Association. referred to 
prohibition as “this highly emotional 
question.” He emphasized he was 
speaking neither for or against nation- 


al prohibition. 
At an former period in our history, 


social and political structure was 
much less severe than it is today, the 
prolonged agitation of the inflammable 
question of slavery under intemperate 
leadership on both sides threw us into 
an unnecessary war. So today, in 
the face of more dangerous conditions 
the continued agitation of this ques- 
tion in a spirit of intolerance may 
lead to disastrous consequences.” 

Anderson said the question chal- 
lenges wets and drys, northerners and 
southerners, cities and rural communi- 
ties, to find a solution “through un- 
derstanding born of knowledge and 
faith born of love of our common 
country.”

MIAMI, Fla., Feb. 25.—As soon as ‘‘Pa” Stribling has fin- 
ished checking up on his boxing show and has done similar 
honors with his wrestling show Friday night, he will load the 
portable household baggage and the family into an airplane, a 
couple of automobiles, and perhaps a railroad train, and re- 
establish his base of operations at the farm in Thomasville. 

Thence he will move northward to resume contact 
with the interests that are staging the June champion- 
ship scrap that will match his son and Max Schmeling. 

The idea persists that the fight will be held in Chicago re- 
gardless, yet the bid of Cleveland, where a stadium seating

Both Joe Jacobs, manager of Schmeling, and ‘Pa’ 
have said out loud that they are willing to pit their men 

in Cleveland and look with favor on the site and all 

that. 

But the fact remains that until these two hard-headed busi- 
nessmen are shown beyond a doubt that Cleveland can produce 
as much at the gate as Chicago, they will not go far toward 
agreeing to forego Chicago. Likewise the interests of the Hearst 
Milk Fund will be considered. It is a three-way combination 
that must be satisfied.

AW, IT’S NOT SO MUCH. 

You have heard much of the bewildering speed of the game 
jai-alai (pronounced “‘hi-li’’) and how difficult it is for a novice 
to follow. In my meager way I have contributed to this belief 
by fingering out pieces to that effect for publication. 

But the cther night, in company with W. L. Strib- 
ling, who was guest of honor for the evening, I watched 
a series of games at the Biscayne fronton (pronounced 
‘court’”’) and was surprised—nay, chagrined—at the 
simplicity of the game. I wondered why it had ever 
appeared so complicated, so bewildering before. 

It is difficult to describe. That much is true. But it is much 
easier to follow intelligently than a basketball game. 

The game really is balloon handball. Instead of 
gloves the players wear a basket on their hands about 
the same size and shape of a motorcycle mudguard. The 

ball is hard, lively and a bit smaller than a baseball. The 
court is 150 feet long and 25 feet wide. 

The ball is caught in this basket and slung against the end 
of the court. The form is much like that of a discus thrower. 
It may be hit on first bounce or on the fly. The players or sides 
strike it alternately and the first to miss loses a point to the 
othey player or side. It is played in singles, doubles or triples, 
that is to say, there are one, two or three players on a side. 

After watching one game a novice can follow it. 
After watching two games he can tell which man will 
win. After three games he can swear forcibly at the 
clumsy player and explain how he should have played 
a certain ball. It’s a great game for the kibitzers. _ 

One of the charms of the game as played here in this free 
country is that one may make investments in certain players on 
the old stock certificate racket (pronounced ‘‘mutuels’’) that 
lends an excitement to the game that it does not, per se, possess. 


AND A GOOD REASON IT IS. 

Now how did jai-alai get the reputation of being such a 
fast game and so hard to keep up with? In my own case | real- 
ize now that at the time I saw my first jai-alai game—in the 

rear 1924 at this same fronton—l still made a practice of drink- 
ing my dinner (pronounced “‘Scotch’’) from a glass. 
That very evening I seem to remember I had tested 
out samples of several sorts of potent liquids that seem 

to be indigenous to this happy-go-lucky country. 

That sort of diet (pronounced ‘‘gin’”’) would have made a 
chess match seem like a maelstrom of activity and confusion. 

And the other evening when watching this compara- 
tively simple game, I noted that the old-fashioned cus- 
tom of bending the elbow frequently before starting out 

‘on an evening of wholesome fun in Miami had not died 

out. 

So that may explain why jai-alai has such a reputation for 
speed and intricacy ; it usually is played in placed Miami, Tia 
Juana and Juarez.
